Self Sustenance 

Insofar as the agricultural industry in the prairie provinces is con- 
cerned, the lessons of the past few years combined with present day world, 
national and local conditions appear to indicate that, given sufficient mois- 
ture in precipitation or storage, it is highly desirable that every farm 
produce as nearly as possible everything that will provide for the sus- 
tenance of its occupants, as an insurance policy against future want or the 
necessity of falling back upon the country for the necessities of life. 

Apart from a cash crop which is necessary to enable the farmer to pro- 
vide those things which he cahnot produce from the land, the raising of 
sufficient foodstuffs on his own Jand to provide for his own family would 
appear to be the first objective of a well-devised plan of agriculture. 

It would seem desirable, as far as it is feasible to do so, that every 
farm should produce its own supply of meats, dairy products, vegetables 
and even fruits, for recent experimentation has demonstrated that an ever 
widening range of fruits can be produced on the prairies, even apricots 
and plums. It is true that some of the larger tree-borne fruits produced 
on the prairies, are not equal in size and quality to similar fruits raised 
in British Columbia and California, nor are they as easy to grow under 
mid-continental climatic conditions, ‘but they can be grown, they can be 
processed at home in various ways that make them quite palatable and they 
are better than none at all. : 

As for vegetables, dil except the most exotic varieties, it is now well 
known that the very finest of these comestibles can be grown to perfection 
on the prairies. It is not necessary to enumerate varieties here. In every 
district there are one or more farmers growing them or who have grown 
them in abundance and the information is readily available from the de- 
partments of agriculture, the universities and the experimental and demon- 
stration farms operated by the government or under government direction.

When all of the other factors such 
as fertility, moisture and tempera- 
ture are favourable for successful 
production, the crop may be a fail- 
ure because of parasites which are 
seed-borne, or because of natural or 
artificial injury of the seed. Ex- 
periments conducted at the Domin- 
ion Laboratory of Plant Pathology 
at Saskatoon, states H. W. Mead of 
that Laboratory, have shown that 
plump seed which is relatively free 
of disease produces better crops 
than low quality seed under the 
same conditions. 

Examination of many samples of; 
seed grain from different parts of 
Saskatchewan over a period of years 
has shown that some are relatively 
free of disease organisms. It has 
been established by experiment that) 
no increase in yield can be expected 
ordinarily from treating healthy 
seed, but substantial benefits do ac-; 
crue from treatment of diseased 
grain. As a preliminary precaution) 
it is always advisable to have al 
germination test made and facilities 
for such are provided by the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture fn 
each province. 

It is possible to rid seed of most of 
the parasites it may carry, and there 
are several ways of doing it. Some 
fungi like that of loose smut of 
wheat are established deep in the 
seed and the difficult hot water 
treatment is required to kill them. 
A more praccital method of dealing 
with such a disease is the use of a 
seed plot which may be rogued. The 
fungi which cause bunt of wheat, the 
smuts of oats and covered smut of 
barley are carried as spores and 
vegetative structures on the surface 
of seeds or inside the chaff. These 
fungal particles may be killed by 
chemical treatment of some sort. 
Formaldehyde still ranks among the 
foremost liquid treatments because 
of its cheapness and its general 
effectiveness, in spite of its tend- 
ency to injure the seed. To be effec- 
tive, it must be properly applied, 
otherwise its benefits do not com- 
pensate for the injury it causes. It 
will control effectively the smuts of 
oats, bunt of spring wheat and cov- 
ered smut and black loose smut of 
bagley, It is not advisable to treat 
shrivelled and other low grade seed 
with formaldehyde, Certain copper 
dusts, such as copper carbonate and 
basic copper sulphate will prevent 
bunt smut of wheat in the absence 
of soil infestation and will control 
some of the other diseases as well. 
Copper dusts, on the whole, are rela- 
tively ineffective against barley and 
oat smuts except in hulless varieties. 
There are organic mercury dusts on 
the market which are very effective 


stressed in an article In the current 
issue of Canadian Grocer. 

The article points out that at the 
time of the Ottawa Agreements our 
shipments of bacon were little better 
than 180,000 ewt. annually. Stimu- 
lated by the British preference and 
aided by an aggressive advertising 
and promotion campaign our exports 
have steadily increased. The 1938 
figure was approximately 1,300,000 
ewt., a slight reduction from the 
1937 peak. 

Tribute is paid to the efforts made 
by the Department of Trade and 
Commerce and by the Department of 
Agriculture, toward improving the 
quality of Canadian products, and 
toward the building and maintenance 
of continuous supplies from this 
country. Aggressive merchandising 
efforts by personal contact of a staff 
of men calling on the retail and 
wholesale trade is said to have re- 
Sulted in increased display of Cana- 
dian bacon—as Canadian bacon—in 
hundreds of retail stores for the first 
time. 

Plans are now being considered for 
marking Canadian bacon in retail 
stores with a special tag bearing the 
word “Canadian” and thus retaining 
its identity. 

“This is now being done most 
effectively with Canadian cheese and 
the latter is now bringing a premium 
price because of its quality, which is 
emphasized by the advertising and 
promotion effort being put behind it 
by the Government's ‘Canada Call- 
ing’ campaign, and this  identity- 
marking system.” 

Lacking regimentation such as is 
practised in some other countries 
from which Britain draws her sup- 
plies, Canadian products will from 
time to time suffer in -respect of 
continuity of supply and uniform 
quality of product. At least a very 
concerted effort is now being made 
both here and in Great Britain to 
iron out these traditional handicaps 
and make the most of the excellent 
sales opportunities which abound in 
that market.—Financial Post.

A 
dusting machine of some kind is nec- 
essary for the proper application of 
dust treatments. 

Seed treatments do not control 
stem or leaf rust of cereals. How- 
ever, any treatment which will aid 
a quick germination and rapid 
growth has indirect benefits in the 
event of rust attacks, This applies 
also to insect damage, particularly 
wireworms. 

Information on seed treatments 
may be secured from the Dominion 
Laboratories of Plant Pathology at 
Winnipeg, Saskatoon and Edmonton.

At the same time the semi-official 
aviation paper, Via Dell Aria, ex- 
plained a reported lack of current 
extensive plane building in Italy by 
saying Italy's air force already was 
modern and adequate, requiring only 
gradual replacement of planes. For 
the same reason, it said, Italy does 
not need to buy planes abroad. 

Italy's airfields, staffed with men 
of Ethiopian and Spanish experience, 
also were adequate for wartime 
needs, the paper said. With pilots 
increased from 10,000 to 18,000 since 
1937, Italy also has 6,700 young Fas- 
cists in training for aviation ser- 
vice. 


Better Radio Reception 


Expect Less Interference From Sun 
Spots This Year 

Possibly indicating better radio 
reception, clearer skies and fewer 
storms, science expects the earth to 
be less subject to the playfulness of 
sun spots during 1939 than in 1938 
and 1937. 

Sun spots affect all electro-mag- 
netic phenomena op the earth 
through electrification of the upper 
atmosphere; and often cause cloudy 
weather and-fain. 

During the last two years ‘sun 
Spots. have been abnormally numer- 
ous at the. of their regular 
and a fairly rapid decline usually 
follows maximum sun spot fre- 
quency. ; 

This decline should commence this 
year, reaching its minimum about 
1945, then rising to a peak once 
again, The average cycle runs its 
course in about 11.2 years, occasion- 
ally stretching to 12 or 13 years, 
sometimes spanning its life in 10 
years. :
